It’s been many years, according 
to observers, since the weathei 
man has with such fine regularity 
turned on the showers to irrigate 
the groves just when irrigation 
was needed. Not so many weeks 
ago the rain came to make possi- 
ble a delay in the irrigation sched- 
ules, 

The latest timely storm came 
last night and this morning tu 
Save most citrus growers the ex- 
pense of irrigation, 

As the storm continued more 
or less spasmodically today in the 
citrus district, snow fell fairly 
steadily in the adjacent mountains. 
Uplanders who were at Snowcrest 
this morning reported that a 
heavy three-inch blanket of snow 
covered the district.

National Labor Relations 
Board Decides Group 
Not Liable

“Not guilty” was the meaning 
;0f the National Labor Relation’s 
iboard decision this week relative 
to the complaint that the Uplan.u 
Citrus association had discrimin- 
jated against employes for labo 
union activity. 

The national board’s decision 
was made in connection with its 
decision on two other citrus pack- 
ing firms—the Sierra Madre-La- 
manda Citrus association, Pasa- 
dena, and the Betz Packing Co., 
Monrovia. These two groups were 
ordered to reinstate employes who 
had been discriminated against. 

The decision, according to press 
dispatches from Washington, D. 
1C., exonerates the local associa- 
tion from having been involved in 
activities contrary to labor laws. 
| The board also ruled that em- 
ployes of citrus associations are 
not agricultural workers and are, 
therefore, covered by terms of the 
Wagner act and come under juris- 
diction of the national labor rela- 
tions board. 

A copy of the decision has been 
received by Manager Alvin Fitz- 
gerald of the local association.

The Relief Picture 


“Tf the 942,000 persons who received public relief in one 
form or another in California in January, 1940, were lined 
up between El Centro and Crescent City, the county seats 
most widely separated, all but the smallest children on the 
relief rolls could hold hands, for they would be but five and 
one-half feet apart.’’ So states an article describing the 
magnitude of California’s relief problem, recently made pub- 
lic by California Taxpayers’ association. 

The January relief rolls number more persons than were 
in the state of Oregon at the time of the 1930 census, the as- 
sociation declared. The 411,867 persons on SRA are almost 
equal te the 423,000 people in New Mexico in 1930. The 
273,792 supported by WPA exceeds the 1930 population of 
Delaware by 35,000. The number receiving aid to the aged, 
children, blind, and indigents, 256,365 persons, is some 31,000 
more than the total population of Wyoming in 1930.
